The weather yesterday was cold and dismal, o
bleak rain storm lusting from midnight of Saturday
with little intermission to the corresponding hour
last night. At Albany there was a full of snows at
Baltimore a cold rain,

The news brought by the Afries from Europe
contnins no fact of very great importance. The
rejoicings at the conclusion of Peace are general
sud hemity in France. Paris was illuminated on
the occasion as it had not been for years, evea the
mest obstinate Legitimists and Orleanists joining
in the display. Mr. Buchsnan was at Paris, where
it iz said that the very first visit he paid was to
Mre. James Gordon Bennett of New-York., At St
Petersburg pence was proclsimed on the 1st iost ,
the imperial manifesto declaring that the olject for
which Ruesis had urged the war was now attained
in the guarasuty, by the treaty of peace, of the
rights of Christians in the East, According to this
view of the case Russin has gained everything she
sought in the war: the Czar however makes no
allnsion to the losses und humilistiona she has
suffered in aebieving that immense result. It is ro.
mored that the Russian monarch will presently visit
Frazee snd Englaed, snd that s squadron is being
got ready to transpert him. This is altogether
unhkely.

In England there is no geoeral satisfaction at the
pesce; some classes are glad to bave it, bul the
country &t large would rather have fought on in the
bope of retriesing England's lost prestige. The
wilitary commission toinguire invo the resuits of the
former inquiry iuto the misconduct of certain aristo-
cratic Crimean Generals bas commenced ita sittings.
In Ireland Archdeacon McHale, of Tuam, an emi-
nent Catholic priest, iz dead, at the sge of 74, The
death of Me. Justice Torreus has afforded an oppor-
tunity for the «¢levation to the Bench of Mr. Keogh,
the Irish Attorney-General. Mr. Keogh is & man
of vast mental ability, which is checked however
by babitual indolence and self-indulgence, and no
conscience whatever. A career of unserapulous
pelitieal intrigne bas brought him at s compars-
tively early age, for be is still & young man, toa
moat respectable position. Powsibly he may make
a good Jndge—in criminal cases he ought to be an
excelient one.

The Austrisn budget exhibits a deficit for the
vear 1550 equivalent, in round pumbers, to
07,000,000, of which some £50,000,000 is due to
extraorcionry cxpenses for war purposes. This
deficit is about 300,000 lews than that of 1554,
Not s very cheering state of finances.

PRESIDENTIAL.

We are in receipt of sundry letters, inguiring
what clerms this or that personsge may or can have
to the Republicxn nomination for the Presidency,
These ivquiries seein pervaded by » comumon pre-
sumption that the Republicans bave bat to indicate
their first cboice in the pomination, and it will be
successlil, of courve,

We recard this whele matter from s different
stand-point.  The contest whick epeus before un
Eppears to us al onee arduous in ite charaster,
e rtous in 1t consequenoes, and dablous in ite
reiult.  We bope for success in it: but that sureces
can ouly be secured by wisdom, by eoncilistion in
the ehoiee of & standard-bearer, and by the moat
“nture and bearty surrender of peramal profers
ences to the good of the cause. The oculy man
who, in our view, ean bave any caime te the sup.
port of the Hepublicans e ba who, being devoted
jo the good work of makiog Kansss & Free Biate,
sbell peern (hely o coneconitrata more atrength and
obtain more electars] votes than any other.  Bhow
ua that any mwai whao s besrtily with ue in the Ksn-
aan atrvggle ran oltain the electoral vide of Pean-

sybyanis nad KNew-Jersry, lodisgas sad Ulloota,

Delaware aod Califorriia, or thme fourths of them,
and we will favorably consider bis claims to the
pomination; but to talk of pominating a man only
because wa should prefer him as President, with-
out coraidering what vote he can probably obtain,
or how be is to be elected, is sheer lunacy.

The grest issue of Slavery Extension is now
be decided. Let Kansas be sdmitted asa Free
Btate, and there will never ba a Blave State orgas-
ized west or north of her; and Slavery can on'y
extend its dominion through Texas toward the
Reuth-West. Lot Kansas be enslaved, snd Utah
New-Mexico, sod the pew State to be formed in
the rich miring region of the Gila, will follow in
its train. Let the friends of Free Kansas triompa
in the Presidential contest, and the game of the
Porder Ruffians is blocked ever more. Even Mis-
souri will repudiste and suppresa them. But with
a President elected by their exertions and wotes,
with Virginis, the Carolinaa, Alabama and Geor-
gia at his back, we should still struggle and plead
for Free Kansas, but it would be the pleading of
the venquished—the struggle of despair.  Men who
sgree with us on the main point ! we must not loae
this ccntest If it be possible to win it; and to this
end we must, in selectirg candidates, inquire first
by what sign we can conquer.

A SYORD WITH MEBRCHANTS.

That tha importations of the present season
bave been enormously in éxcesa of the actual wanti
of the country—atill further in excess of its means
of payment—we presume nobody doubts. To
jmport balf a willion dollars’ worth of European
fabrics and sell them in a trice st ten to twenty
per cent. profit, scems so ready and easy s way fo
a block of warehouses in fee and a palace on the
Fifth Avenue, that few men who bave the clues in
their handa can resist the temptation to use them.
Especially to the merchant of small eapital and lim-
ited capacity and prospects, does this tamptation ad-
dress itaelf, If the spuculation prove unlucky, it
can only break him, and that will leave him nearly
as much property ss he ever had, with enlarged
experience sod business acquaintance. We are
within the truth in eomputing our importations of
Dry Goods st forty per eent. more than they would
be if governed by an enlightened regurd for the

. | setual wants and insting good of the country,

Onr National Imports since the year began must
have excecded Oue Hundred Millions in value,
which, for three months and a half, is a pretty
smert business, Meantime our Exports have fallen
largely below that smount, though our chief #ta-
ples come freshly into market and are sent forward
at this season. Our Exports are invoieed at their
full value, being received by the nations to which
we send them either free or under specifie duties,
which proffer no temptation to undervalue; while
our Imports are subject to Ad Valorem imposts,
which impel 8 swearing down of the value of esch
packnge to the loweet possible figure. We be-
liove that One Hundred and Twenty-five Millions'
worth of Exports, as entered on our Custon-
House books, will not have cost so mueh as One
Hundred Millions” worth of Imports, as inseribed
on those sume books. Aund then we have to pay
pot less than Twenty Millions per annum for
interest on our Stocks, Bonds, and other evidences
of indebtedness held in Europe.

What has been has been. The gooda we have
ordered and bought must be paid for, so far as the
buyers ehall be able: but the orders for the Fall
trade bave not yet gone forward, and we write in
the hope of exerting some influence on them,
They cught not to be half so large aa those which
went out for the Spring Trade, for these among
other reasons:

Onur markets are now glutted with Foreign
Fabrics, many of wt.lich must be sold at a loss.
The foofish and inconsiderate will continue to bhuy
enormously nuder the impulse of the Spring busi-
ness; and, if the wise and far-seeing will but hold
off, they can buy all they will need cheaper in
New-York auction-rooms than they canio the ware-
bouses of Paris, Mancuester or Lyous, This game
of importing Two Mill:ions' worth for every Mil-
lion sent shroad must slways bring up seme-
where—no one may be able to say exactly where
or when, but the end mnust come.  Going in debt
is &n easy aud delightful process: it makes business
brisk, money plentiful, and living generons; but at
lust the creditor sends in his little bill, and the
results are staguation, revulsion, lard times and
bard fure,

Qur farmers have for fwo years sold their Wheat
at #1 50 to £2 25 per bashel, Indian Corn st S0c.
to %1, Pork at &5 to 36 50 per bundred, Buatter st
20 to 25¢. per M., Cheese st 10 to 12e., and other
produets in proportion. They bave run in debt for
more lands, sent their sous to college, and bought
pianos for their daughters, on the strength of these
generons prices.  Now we have Peace in Europe,
withs return of hundreds of thousands from east-
ing sbells snd makivg eartridges, exploding mines
and burning esch otbers’ depots of provisions, to pro-
duetive Iabor and money-making. The prospect ia
fair for & bountiful season on either continent; but
if it be uot such, our sbility to pay for goods will
be still further contracted. Either our farmers
will not have half so much to sell from this year's
product ss they had from the last, or they must sell
it 8t & reduction of thirty to sixty per cent. from last
Full's prices.  Out of the proceeds, taxes, inter-
eft on loans or mortgages, doctors’ bills, &ec., muat
be paid without abatement, leaving the residue ap-
plicable to store-bills less than balf that of last
year. If, in view of these facts, our importers,
Jobbers snd country merehants see fit to foree into
the country apything like the amount of goods for
the Fall Trade that they have done for the Bpring,
they mny possibly be sold, but they will never be
paid for. The farmiog clags can only psy what
they have, snd it is sheer madnew to expect more,
Hailing at the delinquent s dishonest will be only
waste of breath.

Shall these considerations be beeded !

MEXICAN AFFAIRN,

It is & clrevmetonce worthy of note in the history
of the Epagisk Ameriean Btates, that very much
in proportion to the unequal distribution of property
which existed in them when they separated from
the mother coustry and took on the republiean
form of sdministration have beem the diffion!ties
they bave ensountered in realizing the practical
berefitn of that form of government.  Mexico and
Perv were the two Bpanish viceroyaltios iu which
the tuwt violent costrosta existed between s few
priprictors of  vest  patates and  Lumense
wealth, wnd 1he preat body of the inhabitiote
bk o tly poar, bt in s copdition of dependanes on
thewn grent proprictors bardly rising above Lhat of
persionl mery tude; while 1he very parrow lanita
within which the industry of trade and manfac.
tires waa coutined gave but very small scope for
the rine of & middle class between thiess two ex-
tretiwa. And bow cnfsvorable such s socinl condi

fon wor to (Lo succrss of the oxpanigegt of repuls-

Jicamism and seli-goverament is evinoed by the fact
that these are the two portions of Spanish America
in wkich civil wars and internal commotions have
been most violent and most frequent—so much 50
a8 to have constituted for near forty years past the
chrovie condition of thoss unhappy and unfortunsie
countries.

Nor bave these oivil wars been to any consider-
sble extent a contest of opposite principles or idens
in religien or politics, gor even a struggle of onstes
—for which latter conflict the elements of the
population, in which the old Aboriginal stock
greatly predominstes, so far a3 numbers are con-
cerned, over the Spanish engraftment, would seem
to sfford ample ocession—they have been for the
wost part mere selfish and persénsl struggles be-
tween rival chiefs, who have contended for the
bonor of being at the head of affsire with a zeal
very much out of proportion to any appar-
entglory or profit to be derived frem it
It is true that the Mexican ecelesiastics have often
been greatly mixed up in the civil commotions of
that country—es in the recent affair of the revolt
of Puebls, which has just been suppressed—but
this has been not so much in their character of
ecclesinstics as in that of great proprietors, anxious
to bave a share in the administration of public af-
fairs proportionste to their wealth and territorial
importance, and especially anxious to ehield their
property from being seized upon by more success-
ful rivala.

The smount of the property belonging to the Mexi-
can clergy, like everything else relating to the wealth
of that country, is 8 good deal exaggerated by the
pepular imagination, which all the experience of
the Mexican war hisz not yet been able to disabuse
them of the error of estimating the wealth of that
country by the nature of its priscipal product for
export—which is silver—rather than by the total
amennt of a1l its products.  Yet, what ever exage
gerations there may be as ta the absolute value of
the Mexican church estates. there can be no doubt
that they bear a very large proportion to the entire
weslth of the state. This circumstance sloue,
according to a law of univarsal spplication, would
lead the possessors of such a mass of property to
take an setive part in the politics of the country:
but the Mexican clergy have an additional and still
stronger call for engaging in politics, and that is
the existence of a party in the state which regards
the secularization of the ecclesinstical estates as es-
sentisl at onee to the economical and political re-
generation of the country, and the probability that
sny administration over which they did not exer-
ciee a direct and potent influence, or with which,
at least, thay did not have a gocd understanding,
would fall in with the views of this party and at-
tempt to put its sehemes into execution.

In seversl respeets there is a striking analogy
between the relations of the Mexican clergy to
Mexican polltics, and the relstious of our
Southern slavebolders to  our politics.  Both
are 8 comparatively small body, holding a
large smount of property; both stand in deadly
terror—the Mexicsn clergy of the radieal party
which advocates the secularization of the church
estates, the Bouthern slaveholders of the Abolition-
ists; both believe that their only salvation isin
keeping up an absolute control over their respective
Natioral Governente; both are ultra-conservative
in their political and aocial ideas, and violently op-
posed to all innovations; both are indignant at the
iden that anybody should presume to discuss their
claims, or question their rights, The Mex
iean clergy have generslly found support
and vindeation of their ¢laims in the standing
armv, which is another of the institutions of Mex-
ico of o ot less questibnable character so far asthe
welfare aud progress of the couutry is concerned,
than the church itself; while our slaveholders have
found a no less certain rgliance in our great standing
army of federal offiecholders, whose principal
chiefs have espoused their quarrels and cultivated
their favor, doubtless from wuch the =ame selfish
motives that brought Santa Anna into such intimate
relations to the Mexican clergy.

The hold, however, which our slaveholders have
upen the sdministration of our political affairs, if
net lese grasping and tenscious, is perhapa less
steady and reliable than that of Mexican ecelesi-
astics upon the polities of Mexico. The influence
of the Mexican clergy, not merely their iuflnence
us proprietors but their influence sa priests, per-
vades every partalike of the Mexican territory,
while with us, however the influence of our slave-
holders may bave sustained and even aggrandized
itself in the States in which their property is, it s
rapidly diminishing in our Northern States, where
churches and traet societies even, as well as poli-
ticians, are fast learning to speak to it the Chris-
tian anathema—CGiet the behind me, Satan! The
Mexican clergy carry with them the entire relig-
jous eendiment of that eountry—for the Mexicans
who are not Castholies st hesrt as well as exter-
nally, have probsbly no religion at ally whereas
with ug, though the beads aud leaders of our prin-
cipal religious organizations do not sppear to
regard the beiwg o slaveholder as inany way incon-
sistent with Christian sanctity, yet it is none the
less true that the deeper, more fervid, and sctive
religious s& well 22 moral sentiment of the coun-
try is every way hostile to the whole institution of
Slavery, whetber in the shape of slaveholding
merely, or in ita more active forms of slave-buying,
slave-selling, or slave-breeding. There i also
in the nature of the property which is the basis of
the political power of the Mexican clergy, some-
thivg which givea thetn a decided advantage over
our pnslogouscinss, That property is principally real
estute; it bas na power of locomotion, or of rising
in rebellion sgaiust ita possessor, Nor is there any
dispute but that it may rightly be a subject of
pruperty, the oply question being whether the clergy
are the fittest personato hold it. There is, beaides,
this serious diffieulty, which the Government must
encounter in every attempt to etrip the clergy of
their property without their own consent, and to
trausfer it to other owners, and that is the difficulty
of giving o sstiefactory title, Everybody who
Lbuys the confisested Church property buys it with
the terror of an excommunicstion hanging over his
head, whick to a good Catholic i no trifling mat-
ter; and even though he may be ready, with Mac-
beth, to jump the world to coms, thero remains
the difficulty that the Church does not relin-
quish itn claim, sud that at any future time, the
Church party being predeminant, the transaction
way be prooounced void and the whole purchiae
woney bo lost.  And ns thin view of the eass
greatly deters purchasers, s it is & great reason
with any party &t the head of the Governwent. for
proferiog to seeept o loan or benevoleoes from the
vlergy rather than to run the risk, in attompting
to toke the whole, of beivg itsell overtnrmed.

More than one deeree or ediet has been befire
vow lesued for the taking posscesion of the prop-
erty of the Mexican clergy, or of some eonnider-
alile portion of it, [ug the benefit of the state; but

CASE OF JUDGE DAVIS.

It is rather singulsr that of all the journals
shich wers 80 loud-mouthed a year ago against the
removal of Judge Loring by the address of the
Massachussetts Legislature, and so vociferous in
their spplausae of Governor Gardner for refusing
to comply with that address, not one, so far as we
bave cbaerved, has & ningfe word of sympathy for
Judge Davis of the Supreme Court of Maine,
lately removed by s similar process, and om
grounds ten thousand times weaker than |
those which existed in the Lering case.

The facts in the case of Judge Davis will be
found briefly but clearly stated in a letter which
we print in another column. It appears that he
was called upon in the regular discharge of his
official duty to decide s nice constitutional ques-
tion, and that because he decided it in a way un-
favorable to the patronage of the party in power,
the Governor and his appointees, without waiting
to carry up the question to the full bench, set bis
decision st naught, and resisted it by violence, and
the Legislature and Governor together proceeded
to exercise their power of removal on address.

How bappens it that our very conservative con-
temporaries, The Journal of Commerce and The
Commercial Adrertiser, have not a word to say
sgainst thia gross attack upon notonly the inde-
pendence of the judiciary, but the dictates of com~
mon justice and common sense! Is it posaible
that the fact that this ontrage has been committed
by a party mejority made up out of a combination
of Honker Demoersts and Straight Whigs to put
down Repeblicanism and the Maine Law, eaa have
lulled to sleep the vigilant eyes of these guardians
of the rights of the Judiciary ! This case of Judge
Dasis, as will be seen, stands upontotally different
grourds from the csse of Judge Loring. It was
proposcd to remove. Judge Loring, because
be persisted in bolding avd exercising an
office which conflicted with his duties to the State
of Massachusetts, and tle holding and exercise of
which implied au iuhsnanity, or at least & callous-
uess of feeling, especislly inconsistent with the
tone of mind which ought to be characteristic of a
Judge of Probate. Judge Davis, on the .other
band, only performed s duty imposed upon him by
the very office which he held. The worst that can
be eaid of him is, that he made 8 wrong decislon;
but if thai alone is to constitute a sufficient ground
for removing 8 judge, we apprebend that remorals
by address will become inconveniently frequent,

Possibly the silence of the journals to which we
Y15t relerred has been ewing to their not distinetly
anderstending the feots of the case. If 89, now
that they are made so plain in the statement of our
correspondent, we hope those journals will not
Aeave to us the whole burden of defending the inde-
pendenee of the Judiciary.

THE PACIFIC,

A good deal of excitemest was created in
town on Saturday afternoon by the report that the
Africa brought news of the missing steamer Pa-
cifie. The foundation—and & poor one it is—upon
which the newsboys got up their ery, was the fol-
owing paragroph (rom Lloyd's Shipping List :

* Frovgina; March 24, 1856,

“The Skipwith, Carl. Ryan, amrived here, in com-
re, off the Newfoupdiand coast, fell in with [N to the
distance of two bundred muiles from the land, W
the lights of & steamer in the ice.”

The Skipwith left St. Johng, Newfoundland, on
the 13th of February. Neither date, latitude nor
longitude, are given to show when or where ehe
saw the ice, but we may assume that it was within 4
o very few days ofter leaving port. That the
lights seen were those of the Pacific is barely poss
sible; but it is quite probable that they belonged
to some other eteamer, The Arago encountersd
immense fields of ice on the 22d of February, about
three hundred miles east of St. Johns; on the 19th
of the same month the Atlantic was in contuct
with ice—probably the same field—abont three
hundred miles eouth of the Newfoundland coast;
the Africa, early in March, was in the ice pear
where the Arago bad seen it. From these and
other reports, it appears that during the month of
February ice covered the ocean for hundreds of
wiles, a few degrees east of Newfoundland. The
ship Edinburgh reported having seen, on the Tth of
February, near the northern boundary of the ice,
some portions of s wreck which might have belonged
t0 the deck cabins of the Pacific; and thisis all that
we have heard that hes even the appearance of
fact in regard to the fate of the Pacific. As the
Skipwith must have seen the lights at night, her
lookout certainly could not know whether the sup-
posed stenmer was in the ice or beyond it; and
without date as to time or place, of course all must
go for surmise. Had we the day und position, we
might possibly show, from the logs of the steamers
sbove mentioned, that it was oeither of them,
though that would not prove it to have been the
Pueifie. It is natural to indulge bope upon the
slightest ground, but we fear this is sltogether too
light.
